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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4,7,9-16,19 and 21-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Apparatus for 
the production of high purity hydrogen comprising a reforming chamber provided with a 
hydrogen permeable membrane and an oxidation chamber with catalyst therein are 
known in the art. For example, Amirdis et al., WO 9943610; People's Republic of China 
Doc. No. 94112487.8, Clausen et al, USP 6,648,480 and Willms, USP 5,525,322 either 
alone or in combination suggest or disclose such apparatus. Lin et al., USP 6,207,132 
further discloses an apparatus for high purity hydrogen production with conversion rates 
at 90% or above. However, the prior art found does not, either alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest an apparatus for very high purity hydrogen production with 
conversion rates (99.99%) (See Applicant's Specification at [0003]), comprising a shell 
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and tube reactor having a reactor with a shell side, a palladium membrane tube and a 
steam reforming catalyst section, and a catalytic combustion section having a oxidation 
catalyst surrounding the steam reforming catalyst wherein the palladium membrane 
tube has one sealed end upstream the flow path, wherein the oxidation catalyst is 
formed of a noble metal with boron nitride which is the subject of Applicant's claimed 
invention.
